China and Taiwan: China lashed out at
Japan on Monday for allowing former Tai-
wanese President Lee Teng-hui to visit the
country despite threats from Beijing that it
could damage ties between the Asian rivals.

China sees Lee, who arrived in central Ja-
pan’s Nagoya city Monday for a weeklong
visit, as a symbol of Taiwan’s independence
movement.

Lee, 81, made no remarks on his arrival,
but waved to a cheering crowd of more than
200 Taiwanese living here. He plans to visit
a hot springs resort and the ancient capital
of Kyoto, where he attended university in
1943 when Taiwan was a Japanese colony.

China swiftly issued a statement express-
ing “strong dissatisfaction.”

Pinochet indictment: Chile’s Supreme
Court has postponed until after New Year a
decision on whether to uphold the indict-
ment and house arrest of Gen. Augusto Pi-
nochet on human rights charges, a judge re-
ported Monday.

Justice Enrique Cury said a ruling will be
announced next week, but he did not give a
date.

No reasons were given for the postpone-
ment, but two justices of the five-member
panel are on vacation for the last week of the

year.
Pinochet, 89, remained at his suburban
Sanuagc Chile, mansion Monday recover-
ing from a stroke he suffered Dec. 18, and
lhal forced his hospitalization for five days
Prosecution lawyers insisted that while Pi-
nochet has health problems, he is mentally
fit to face trial.

“Be Safe” program aims to keep
drivers aware of safety hazards

HEIDELBERG, Germany — Now is the time for drivers
to start taking it easy.

The U.S. Army Europe and Installation Management
Agency-Europe are teaming up to provide comprehensive
driving tips with a Winter Safety Campaign, which runs
through April.

‘With the Army’s “Be Safe” campaign as its muscle, mili-
tary officials are urging drivers to ease up on the gas, use
the brake and prepare for roadside hazards throughout the
winter.

“The intent of this campaign is to save lives by imple-
menting a combination of new and proven risk manage-
ment techniques ...,” reads a note on the USAREUR home

page.

Maureen Pikal, the acting IMA-E safety officer, based in
Heidelberg, said drivers should use the following tips this
winter:

W Always let someone know where you're going and
‘which route you will be taking.

W Install good winter tires with snow chains when neces-
sa

W Get your vehicle winterized by adding antifreeze and
winter-grade oil.
W Plan long trips carefully by checking weather, listen-

ing to travel advisories and resting every two hours while
on the road.

M Carry food, water, blankets, and an emergency car kit
with a windshield scraper and small broom for ice and
snow removal.

Pikal said that the leading cause of off-duty deaths is
transportation accidents.

There were 131 privately owned vehicle fatalities
Army-wide in fiscal year 2003, with 130 of those deaths oc-
curring during off-duty hours, according to officials at the

U S Army Safety Center, headquartered at Fort Rucker,

In Germany, where many USAREUR soldiers are sta-
tioned, more than 5,000 people died on city roads last win-
ter. More than 7,700 people died on small highway roads
off the autobahn, while nearly 1,000 people died while driv-
ing on the autobahn, according to statistics on the German
driving agency ADAC Wed site.

Preparing a vehicle for winter and knowing how to react
if stranded or lost on the road are the keys to safe winter
driving, Pikal said.

“The biggest thing is to just slow down,” she said, remind-
ing winter drivers to maintain six to eight seconds of driv-
ing time between vehicles while on the road.

‘Also, Pikal said ice forms in many areas along highways
and bndges, causing vehicles to skid. She warns drivers
not to slam on the brakes, but instead ease off the accelera-
tor and steer into the direction of the skid.

Studies show that many accidents seem to happen direct-
ly after troops return from deployments, she said, which is
why winter driving tips are now part of the reintegration
process.

Pikal said two new driving classes may be coming to Eu-
rope soon to stress the fact that “driving is a life skill.” An
aggressive-driving class will be classroom-based and given
to people who have caused accidents. An advanced driving
skills course, taught outdoors, will focus on improving driv-
ing skills.

Kitzingen buys tents to host flood of 1st ID homecomings

KITZINGEN, Germany — The 417th
Base Support Battalion has spent nearly $2
million on a welcome-home present for the
soldiers from the 1st Infantry Division's
headquarters and support staff based in
Wiirzburg and nearby Kitzingen.

It has leased nine aluminum-sided porta-
ble buildings for use as reception and rein-
tegration centers at Leighton, Harvey and
Larson barracks in the two communities.

Capt. Larry Wright Jr., the BSB’s plans
and operations officer, said the heated
buildings will fill in for gyms, hangars and
meeting rooms during the division’s busy

homecoming from Iraq, which is expected
to peak in February.

That will free up those rooms for use by
the rest of the community, Wright said.

Thousands of family members will greet
returning soldiers for the first time in the
three reception centers, one of which has
been built at each base. Wright said each
contains 500-seat bleachers, office space, a
children’s play area and a movie room.

The large buildings are divided by cur-
tains, so spouses and children can wait on
one side while troops fill out paperwork
and turn in weapons on the other. Then the
returning soldiers line up, and the curtains
are pulled back to dramatically reveal
them standing at attention, Wright said.

The six reintegration buildings are being
erected in a motor pool on Leighton Bar-
racks and should be completed by this
week.

Soldiers will attend seven half-days of
mandatory reintegration training in the
new tents before heading off on 30 days of
block leave, Wright said.

“In January and February, when we
have the big rush, we’ll have different
units in every tent,” he said.

Wright said 417th BSB leaders decided
to rent the tents after observing the 1st Ar-
mored Division’s homecoming at Baum-
holder from Iraq last summer.

“They were using gyms and other facili-
ties,” of different sizes and shapes, he said.

“It was just felt that is was better to have
standardized facilities.”

The support battalion spent $1.8 million
from a special fund dedicated for expenses
related to the war on terrorism to rent the
tents until late spring, Wright said. If the
tents work well they may be purchased for
permanent use.

The tents got their first test Dec. 18
when the first 53 soldiers from the Division
Support Command returned to Harvey
with the 1st ID’s advance party.

“I thought they worked well,” said Maj.
Christopher Chun, the support command’s
rear-detachment commander. “Once they

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Discount extended

The Army and Air Force Ex-
change Service is ringing in the
New Year with a reprieve on high-
er prices on phone cards.

AAFES will extend until Feb.
14, Valentine’s Day, its discount
rate on prepaid phone cards for
U.S. military personnel deployed
to Afghanistan and Iraq, the ex-
change service announced last
week. The special rate had been
scheduled to end Jan. 5.

While some rate structures for
prepaid phone cards can be
murky, AAFES says its cards are
priced at the lowest possible
rates. Cards purchased in the
United States, for example, are in-
tended for domestic use, so rates
to places such as Iraq can run as
high as 50 cents a minute, Army
Maj. Gen. Kathy Frost, the
AAFES commander, said in a
news release.

The Military Exchange Global
Prepaid Phone cards come with
either 200 or 550 units. Phone
rates are for calls made to the
States from Iraq or Afghanistan.
A 550-unit card purchased down-
range for $35 (elsewhere the
price is $39) gives the user 185
minutes of conversation at a rate
of 19 cents per minute. The regu-
lar rate offered 140 minutes at 25
cents a minute. The discounted
200-unit card provides 66 min-
utes of chat time at a rate of 22.5
cents a minute. The regular rate
is 50 minutes at a rate of 30 cents
a minute.

DECA customer survey

A worldwide Defense Commis-
sary Agency survey taken this
past autumn registered customer
satisfaction at an “all-time high,”
according to the agency.

DECA surveyed 21,000 custom-
ers in September and October,
asking them to grade their local
facility in 14 areas, ranging from
prices and products to store lay-
out and overall service, the agen-
cy noted in a news release. All
275 commissaries took part in the
annual survey.

In the news release, DECA said
the survey found customer satis-
faction at “an all-time high,” cit-
ing the previous year’s results. In
all 14 areas, scores topped the
marks for 2003.

The agency said it scored high-
est for having “courteous, friend-
ly and helpful employees.” As
was the case last year, the lowest
mark was for “well-stocked, full
shelves.”

Class gives kids key to fitness

weights at home and that’s what
he prefers to use at the gym, he
said. He went through the first
certification class offered in No-
vember.

“I use the [weight machines]
for my legs, but mostly I lift free
weights,” Alex said. “The class
was great, because it teaches you
how to not strain yourself when
you're working out.

Prior to the class
being offered, no child younger
than 16 could use the gym with-
out a parent present.

“We offer these classes to give
kids the chance to use weight
training and cardio training to bet-
ter themselves fitness-wise,”
McGill said. “Kids who are not
signed up in organized sports can
come to the gym instead of being
couch potatoes.”

The class covers everything
from safety and gym etiquette to
proper weight-lifting techniques
and a beginner’s workout regi-
men.

At least one parent must attend

the one-hour, one-time class with
the child. Although there have
been no problems since the pro-
gram began, McGill said any one
who has been certified must fol-
low the rules of the gym. Failing
to do so can lead to a suspension
of gym privileges, she said.

Once they have taken the
course, the Kids can use anything
in the gym but the sauna. They
must sign in and wear a special
ID tag attached to the laces on
one of their shoes to let the gym
staff know that they are certified
to use the gym without a parent
present, McGill said.

During the class, Sgt. Maj. Re-

naldo Waterman, a certified mas-
ter fitness trainer from the 7th
Corps Support Group, shows the
teens and preteens how to proper-
ly lift weights without causing in-
jury and also provides a routine
they can start with.

“What I do is make sure they
have a plan, that they know what
they want to achieve by coming to
the gym,” Waterman said, adding
that most of the dozen kids who
have taken the class since it
began were interested in weight
training. “They want to look
good,” he said.

While Waterman advises the
young fitness buffs to avoid free
weights, Alex Keeton, 12, has free

quality time together.

“I can understand the policy of
not allowing younger kids in the
gym, but I'm glad this class is
available now,” Thomas said.
“Alex is already proficient at
weight lifting. Now he can come
with us to the gym and we can all
work out together.”

Fitness aside, certifying teens
to use the gym also helps keep
them occupied.

“This is a good program,” Wa-
terman said. “It keeps kids off the
streets and keeps them from run-
ning around out there and maybe
getting into trouble.”

Chaplain who landed at Omaha Beach dies

George Russell Barber, one of the last sur-
viving chaplains from the U.S. landing at
Omaha Beach on D-Day in Europe during
World War II, has died. He was 90.

Barber died Dec. 17 at Presbyterian Inter-
community Hospital in Whittier, Calif., of
causes associated with old age, according to
his son, Don Barber.

On June 6, 1944, Allied forces landed in Nor-
mandy, and Barber was one of four chaplains
at Omaha Beach with the Army’s 1st Infantry
Division.

U.S. forces encountered the fiercest resis-
tance of any Allied force on D-Day from Ger-
man gun emplacements on the cliffs overlook-
ing Omaha Beach. According to his son, Bar-

ber spent a bloody and chaotic day minister-
ing to the wounded and dying. Then he dug a
foxhole near the cliffs and bedded down for
the night.

More than 1,500 soldiers had been killed.
Barber spent much of the next few days on Eu-
ropean soil readying the dead for burial and
helping to select the site for the U.S. cemetery
overlooking Omaha Beach, his son said.

Barber continued on with his combat minis-
try through much of the fiercest fighting in Eu-
rope, including the Battle of the Bulge and the
collapse of the strategic bridge at Remagen.

Barber was born in Buckhead, Ga., on Aug.
26, 1914. He grew up in Atlanta and attended
what was then the Cincinnati Bible College.
He graduated in 1936 and married Helen
Koester of Cincinnati. Shortly after, the cou-
ple moved to California, where he found a job

as minister at the Park Avenue Christian
Church in Montebello.

Barber left his civilian ministry and joined
the horse cavalry in 1941. He was stationed
with the cavalry on the U.S.-Mexico border on
Dec. 7, 1941, when Japan’s attack on Pearl
Harbor thrust the country into the war.

In explaining his role as a chaplain, Barber
once told a writer for an Air Force publication
that he “... was there as a man of God, to lead
men closer to God and to help with morale
and families and loved ones, and to face up to
the fact that they are called upon to kill peo-
ple. War is one of those necessary evils in a
world where nations are led by evil men like
Hitler and Mussolini.”

In addition to his son Don, of Whittier, he is
survived by another son, George Russell Bar-
ber of Macon, Ga.; four grandchildren and
three great-grandchildren.

Sunni Muslim
party pulls out
of Iraq election

BAGHDAD — In a double blow to plans
for a Jan. 30 parliamentary election, a sui-
cide car bomb aimed at the head of Iraq’s
strongest Shiite party killed 15 people Mon-
day, and the largest Sunni Muslim political
grouping announced its withdrawal from
the campaign for the Jan. 30 elections, cit-
ing the rapidly deteriorating security situa-
tion.

The suicide bomber tried to drive his car
into the gate of the residence of Abdul Aziz
al-Hakim, head of the Supreme Council for
the Islamic Revolution in Iraq — the coun-
try’s most powerful Shiite political party.
He detonated his explosives when guards

locked his way.

Fifteen people died and at least S0 were
wounded in the explosion, which shook the
Jadiriyah district and sent a cloud of
smoke high above the area, police Capt.

med Ismail said.

Thirty-two cars on the street were de-
stroyed or damaged. Al-Hakim was not
hurt.

Hakim also heads the candidate list of
the 228-member United Iragi Alliance coa-
lition, which is widely expected to domi-
nate the postelection constitutional assem-
bly and play a key role in formulating
Iraq’s new national charter. The coalition
is backed by Iraq’s top Shiite cleric, Grand
Ayatollah Ali al-Sistani.

Just hours later, the leader of the moder-
ate Sunni Iraqi Islamic Party announced
that the group had reversed its earlier deci-
sion to take part in the elections.

“The security situation keeps gomg from
bad to worse and has to
be dealt with,” said
Mohsen Abdel-Hamid.

Bin Laden endorses al-Zarqawi as his deputy

The voice sounded like bin Laden but
there was no way to independently confirm
who the speaker was.

Al-Jazeera broadcast excerpts of the tape
while showing a still photo of the bearded
bin Laden, wearing a white robe and head
covering.

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Troops call for cooperation in strategic Taji

U.S. asks for local help after sheiks say security in area could make other cities safer

TAJI, Iraq — Local leaders in
this mostly rural area on the out-
skirts of Baghdad are telling U.S.
military commanders that securi-
ty is still the most important issue
to be resolved.

Military officials largely agree,
and say the fastest fix is to get
more cooperation from those
same leaders and townspeople in
ongoing efforts to root out insur-
gent fighters.

Last week, several battalion
commanders and civil affairs per-
sonnel from the 256th Brigade
Combat Team who patrol the Taji
region sat down with local Iragi
officials at a khada, or regional
council  meeting.  Working
through the morning, the two
groups exchanged thanks, sought
information and worked to find
common ground.

“If you point out to me who the
bad guys are, I will capture or kill
them,” Lt. Col. Geoffrey Slack,
commander of the 1st Battalion,
69th Infantry Regiment, told the
council members. “We want your
input to improve the security pic-
ture.

USS. officials say the Taji area
could be particularly important
because it lies between Baghdad,
Fallujah and Mosul, cities that
have become centers of the
months-long insurgency. Military
leaders say insurgents pushed
out in last month’s offensive in
Fallujah could be training or seek-
ing refuge in the area.

Then they asked
the residents — nearly two dozen
women and children and one teen-
age boy — about the situation.
The people in the compound said
they had enough gas to run their
generator only 30 minutes a day.

Sgt. Javish Rosa, 25, of New
York City, said the compound re-
minded him of Afghanistan,
where he served an active-duty
tour with the 10th Mountain Divi-
sion. Rosa surveyed the scene,
quietly slipping pieces of candy to
the children.

The family offered the soldiers
tea, and the troops returned with
abox full of presents — stuffed an-
imals, plastic flutes, crayons and
other gifts. The encounter ended
with smiles all around.

Out in the palm grove, soldiers
discovered freshly dug trenches
that could be either fighting posi-
tions or used to hide recently-un-
earthed weapons caches. Insur-
gents have been known to bury
munitions in outlying areas be-
fore digging them up to use in
later attacks on U.S. troops, mili-
tary officials have said.

But Friday, as is often the case,
all of the people living nearby
said they didn’t know how the
trenches were used or who dug
them.

Snow, sleet falls along East
Coast, causing more delays

BOSTON — A storm spread
sleet, freezing rain and more than
a foot of snow along the Eastern
seaboard, knocking out power
Monday to thousands in New En-
gland, stranding hundreds of mo-
torists along icy highways in the
Carolinas and causing airport de-
lays.

At least two traffic deaths were
blamed on the weather in North

arol

Fourteen inches of snow had fall-
en Monday in Virginia and 18 inch-
es fell in eastern Massachusetts as
the storm skimmed the coast on a
northeasterly track. Up to 20 inch-
es of snow was possible in south-
eastern Massachusetts, the Nation-
al Weather Service said.

Just over 8 inches fell on the
eastern tip of New York’s Long Is-
land.

The snow limited Boston’s
Logan International Airport to a
single runway until a second was
opened late in the morning. That
caused “substantial” flight de-
lays, said Logan spokesman Phil
Orlandella. Rhode Island got up
to 10 inches and T.F. Green Air-
port in Warwick had flight delays
Monday after shutting down late
Sunday night so crews could
clear runways.

Among the travelers affected
were the New England Patriots,
who arrived in Boston by bus
early Monday after a seven-hour
ride from New Jersey, where
they defeated the New York Jets

U.S. intelligence
agencies coping
with shortages

WASHINGTON — U.S. coun-
terterrorism agencies are shop-
ping for talent at job fairs, dan-
gling generous scholarships and
luring staff from each other in a
race to overcome a shortage of an-
alysts that may only get worse
with America’s new intelligence
overhaul.

The problem existed even be-
fore Congress and the White
House approved an intelligence
restructuring this month that cre-

ates positions for people whose
skills already are in high demand.

There is no consensus across

gence agency for up to three
ears.

This year, slots for 150 students
were divided among the agen-
cies, using $4 million. Being an an-
alyst is almost an academic pro-
fession — part taught, part ab-
sorbed, part intuition — that re-
quires weighing volumes of infor-
mation and boiling it down into re-
ports for policy-makers in the ex-
ecutive branch and Congress.

‘Among the most classified and
most important reports are na-
tional intelligence estimates,
which draw on information
across government and are writ-
ten by leading analysts at the Na-
tional Council It was

the nation’s 15 i agen-
cies on where staffing needs are
the most acute. But few dispute
that many more analysts are need-
ed, particularly in the depart-
ments and agencies created since
Sept. 11, 2001. The nearly
two-year-old Homeland Security
Department is a prime example.

“If you had a hundred, we'd
take them,” Pat Hughes, the
Homeland  Security Depart-
ment’s top intelligence official,
said in an interview earlier this
year. “We have to look, search,
test, assess. You don’t just get ana-
lysts off a tree. ... We need people,
but we need good people.”

To find them, Homeland Securi-
ty and other agencies are heading
to job fairs, often looking near mil-
itary bases where civil service is
part of the culture and people
may have security clearances.

They're also trying to snag peo-
ple from the private sector.

Congress also is offering sweet-
eners.

Senate Intelligence Committee
Chairman Pat Roberts, a Republi-
can from Kansas, has created mi
itary-style scholarships for the in-
telligence community. Under the
program, undergraduate and
graduate students can receive up

Statistics on precisely how
many analysts are needed are
hard to come by. Almost univer-
sally, agencies say such numbers
are classified.

Defense Intelligence Agency
spokesman Donald Black said
there is more competition to hire
analysts since the Sept. 11, 2001,
attacks, especially for people who
speak languages such as Arabic
that are needed at the CIA, FBI
and elsewhere.

“You don’t have a limitless pool
to draw from,” Black said.

Agencies also hire away ana-
lysts from each other. “Sure,
there is intense competition with-
in the government,” said Home-
land Security spokeswoman
Michelle Petrovich. “The pool
that we are looking for is proba-
bly going to be fairly limited and
in high demand.”

Church closes
as Mass. vigil
ends in peace

NATICK, Massachusetts — A
protest vigil at a parish slated for
closure by the Boston archdiocese
ended when police sealed off the
114-year-old church following its
final Mass and ordered parishio-
ners to leave.

About a dozen parishioners had
resumed the vigil at Sacred Heart
Church on Sunday morning after
two church members, Anne Green
and Leo Ryan, were arrested for
refusing to leave following Christ-
mas Eve Mass on Friday night.

But after several hours, police
entered the building and told the
parishioners they would be arrest-
ed if they didn’t leave. No arrests
were made.

The closure is part of a reorgani-
zation plan announced last spring
by Archbishop Sean O’Malley.
The move was in response to de-
clining attendance, a shortage of
priests and financial pressure
caused in part by the clergy sex
abuse crisis. The archdiocese is
shutting down or consolidating 83
churches by year’s end.

Brendan Melchiorri, 14, who
left Sacred Heart weeping with
the other evicted parishioners,
said the closure was “one of the
worst days of my entire life.”

“I was baptized in this church,
and I've grown up in this church,’ #
he said. “It's wrong. It's horrible.
This shouldn't be happening. 1
can’t believe I'm never going to
see the inside of my church ever
again.”

Kelly Lynch, a spokeswoman
for the archdiocese, said there was
no decision to take a harder line
against the protests.

“The decisions made at Sacred
Heart were based on circumstanc-
es particular to this parish,” she
said.

Parishioners at eight other
churches continued around-the-
clock vigils to stave off their clo-
sures.

US Airways still

HEBRON, Ky. — Regional air-
line Comair will need several
days to resume a full schedule of
flights that were grounded over
the busy holiday weekend due to
acomputer failure, a company of-
ficial said.

A day after all 1,100 of Co-
mair’s flights were canceled, cus-
tomers frustrated from days of de-
lays and cancellations got some
relief Sunday when the airline re-
sumed 172 flights, about 15 per-
cent of its normal schedule.

“We anticipate Comair will be
able to operate on a full schedule
by Wednesday,” said Nick Miller,
a spokesman for the Delta subsid-
iary based at Cincinnati/Northern
Kentucky Airport.

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U.S. pledges more aid to Laos for UX0 removal

WASHINGTON — Three de-
cades after the end of the Viet-
nam War, the United States is
creasing aid to help remove unex-
ploded ordnance that continues to
kill people in the former war zone
— especially in Laos, where 2 mil-
lion tons of bombs were dropped.

During the war, the United
States bombed Laos relentlessly
for a decade in an effort to cut off
North Vietnamese supply lines.

Though the war ended 30 years
ago, the carnage from those bomb-
ings continues.

Nearly a third of the bombs
failed to explode, lying in wait as
“de facto anti-personnel mines,”
according to a Human Rights
Watch report. The bombs have
killed roughly 6,000 Laotians
since the end of fighting.

“Every time I go to Laos, I meet
fresh bomb victims who have lost
an eye or a leg or two,” said Jim
Harris, a retired Wisconsin
school principal who helps edu-
cate people about the experience
of Laotian refugees in his state.

U.S. pilots dropped 2 million
tons of bombs on Laos from
1964-1973, double the amount
dropped on Germany in World
War IL

The United States has agreed to
nearly double the amount of aid it
provides to help remove those
‘bombs, known as unexploded ord-
nance, or UXO. Congress ap-
proved $2.5 million for bomb re-

But the improvement in trade
relations and even the increased
funding for bomb removal were
opposed by some critics who said
Laos continues to persecute its
Hmong minority that fought
alongside the CIA during the Viet-
nam War.

“Why should the U.S. taxpayer
pay to remove land mines and un-
exploded ordnance from the Viet-

nam War, when the Lao govern-
ment and military are involved in
military operations against the
Hmong people?” asked Philip
Smith, the Washington director of
Lao Veterans of America.

But Rep. Betty McCollum, a
Minnesota Democrat, said the
United States “has a moral obliga-
tion to partner with the people of
Laos to help eliminate the ord-
nance and put the land back into
productive use for this impover-
ished nation.”

Many of the Hmong people
who fled Laos settled in Minneso-
ta and Wisconsin.

While the Laotian government
is in charge of bomb removal, it
relies on help from other coun-
tries and outside groups to help
pay for it. The Laotian bomb re-
moval agency, UXO Lao, hit a cri-
sis point a couple of years ago.

“Money wasn’t coming in in suf-
ficient numbers, and UXO Lao
had to let go of half of its employ-
ees,” said Douglas Hartwick, the
U.S. ambassador to Laos from
2001 until last July. “So there was
a big push on the part of donors,
and the Lao government to put to-
gether along-term coherent strat-

egy to clean up the unexploded
bombs.”

The agency’s annual budget is
around $4 million, according to
its Web site. Officials with UXO
Lao did not respond to e-mails
seeking comment.

Hartwick said the explosives re-
moval process, using metal detec-
tors, is painstakingly slow.
“You're getting constant hits with
a metal detector,” said Hartwick.
“You've got shrapnel like you
wouldn’t believe, plus bullets,
mortars and grenades.”

The Mine Advisory Group, a
non-governmental  organization
in Great Britain that helps de-
stroy land mines and unexploded
ordnance worldwide, is one of sev-
eral private groups that receive
U.S. money for work in Laos.

Sean Sutton, the group’s spokes-
man, said, “Is welcome news
that the United States is doing
‘more to help.”

During a visit to Laos in Octo-
ber, he said, seven people were
killed when a man hit a bomb
while chopping wood. Just a few
days later, he said, two boys were
killed when playing with ten-
nis-ball-sized cluster bomblets.

He said many of the injuries
and fatalities occur when poor
Laotians are attracted to the ex-
plosives in search of scrap metal.

They can get $1 for seven
pounds of steel or about two
pounds of aluminum.

“For a typical family making
$400 a year farming, a dollar is
worth an awful lot,” Sutton said.

FDA OKs study of
Ecstasy for anxiety
in terminal patients

For some, the dlagnosis comes out of the
blue. For others, it arrives after a long battle.
Either way, the news that death is just a few
months away poses a daunting challenge for
both doctor and patient.

Drugs can ease pain and reduce anxiety,
but what about the more profound issues
that come with impending death? The wish
to resolve lingering conflicts with family
members. The longing to know, before it’s
too late, what it means to love, or what it
meant to live. There is no medicine to ad-
dress such disease.

Or is there? This month, in a little-noted
administrative decision, the Food and
Drug Administration gave the green light
to a Harvard proposal to test the benefits of
the illegal street drug known as Ecstasy in
patients diagnosed with severe anxiety re-
lated to advanced cancer.

The drug, also known as 3 4-methylene-
dioxymethamphetamine, or MDMA, has
been referred to by psychiatrists as an “em-
pathogen,” a drug especially good at put-
ting people in touch with their emotions.
Some believe it could help patients come to
terms with the end of life.

The FDA'’s approval marks a milestone
for a small but increasingly effective move-
ment favoring a more open-minded atti-
tude toward the therapeutic potential of
psychedelic drugs, virtually all of which
have been criminalized and disparaged for
decades as medically useless.

In the coming year, advocates also hope
to submit to the FDA an application to test
psilocybin and LSD as treatments for a de-
bilitating syndrome known as cluster head-
aches.

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Diego Garcia Navy base
spared damage in quake

‘WASHINGTON — A Navy sup-
port facility located near the cen-
ter of the Indian Ocean was
spared any damage from Sun-
day’s devastating ocean surges.

Officials said the Diego Garcia
Navy Support Facility, which
houses about 1,700 military per-
sonnel and 1,500 civilian contrac-
tors, suffered no damage related
to Sunday’s earthquake and ensu-
ing tsunamis.

Personnel at the facility’s billet-
ing office contacted by Stars and
Stripes on Monday reported no
unusual activity or problems over
the weekend.

Diego Garcia, the southern-
most island in the Chagos Archi-
pelago, sits about 1,000 miles
south of India and roughly 2,000
miles from the earthquake’s epi-
center.

But officials in Somalia, whose
coast is nearly 3,000 from the
earthquake’s ~center,
more than 100 deaths in coastal
areas as a result of tidal waves.

Carolyn Bell, a spokeswoman
for the U.S. Geological Survey,
said even though an earthquake
like Sunday’s will radiate destruc-
tive waves in all directions, the
damage caused by the water dif-
fers greatly depending on the un-
dersea topography.

She speculated that the numer-
ous coral reefs may have dissipat-
ed some of the waves’ impact on

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the British-owned island, result-
ing in only a slightly higher tide
that residents might not necessari-
ly notice.

She said residents of coastal
areas in Australia reported no ef-
fects from the earthquake, even
though researchers know the sea
levels there rose several feet.

Diego Garcia is a horse-
shoe-shaped island about 39
miles long, surrounded by coral
reefs on all sides. Its highest point
is only 22 feet above sea level.

Both Naval and Air Force per-
sonnel are stationed on the island.
The facility was used to support
and launch strikes against Iraq in
the first Gulf War, and was used
for strikes against the Taliban
and al-Qaida in Afghanistan, and
again in 2003 for strikes in Iraq.

‘The Navy has eight ships active
in the Indian and Pacific Oceans,
and officials said none reported
any damage from Sunday’s disas-
ter.

Quake toll passes 22,00

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka — Rescu-
ers piled up bodies Monday along
southern Asian coastlines devastat-
ed by tsunamis that obliterated sea-
side towns and killed more than
22,000 people in 10 countries. With
thousands missing and the death
toll expected to climb far higher,
aid agencies and nations rushed to
help millions of people left home-
less or without clean water.

Somalia reported hundreds of
deaths, some 3,000 miles away
from the earthquake off Indonesia
that sent tsunamis raging across
the Indian Ocean.

The International Red Cross re-
ported 23,700 deaths and ex-
pressed concern about waterborne
diseases like malaria and cholera.
Jan Egeland, the U.N. Emergency
Relief Coordinator, said millions of
people were affected — by lost
‘homes, polluted drinking water, de-
eroyed sanitation — and that the
cost of the damage would “proba-
bly be many billions of dollars.”

Government and aid officials
suggested the toll could jump even
further, citing unconfirmed re-
ports of thousands more deaths on
Sumatra and on India’s Andaman
and Nicobar islands, areas closest
to the quake’s epicenter.

Walls of water sped away from
the quake 's epicenter at more than
500 mp before crashing into the
region’s shorelines, sweeping peo-
ple and fishing villages out to sea.

The governments of Indonesia
and Thailand conceded that public
warnings came too late or not at
all. But officials insisted they could
not know the seriousness of the
threat because no tsunami warn-
ing system exists for the Indian
Ocean.

Rescuers converged on beaches
and islands throughout the region
to search for survivors, as troops in
the region struggled to deliver ur-
gently needed aid. Pakistan, In-
dia’s nuclear-armed rival, offered
assistance.

Chaos erupted at the airport in
Phuket, Thailand, as hundreds of
tourists, many wounded and weep-
ing, tried to board planes.

Sri Lanka said more than 10,000
people were killed along its coast-
lines, and Tamil rebels said 2,000
people died in its territory, raising
that country’s toll to more than
12,000. Indonesia reported about
5, 000 deaths and India 4,000. Thai-
land said hundreds of people were
dead and thousands more were
missing. Deaths also were report-
ed in Malaysia, Maldives, Myan-
mar, Bangladesh and Somalia. The
Red Cross reported 6,000 deaths in

U.S. aid

WASHINGTON — The Unit-
ed States dispatched disaster
teams Monday and prepared a
$15 million aid package to the
Asian countries hit by a mas-
sive earthquake and tsunamis.

Officials admit they failed to adequately warn public after quake

JAKARTA, Indonesia — Asian
officials conceded Monday that
they failed to issue broad public
warnings immediately after a
massive undersea earthquake in
Indonesia, which could have
saved countless lives from the
subsequent giant waves that
smashed into nine countries as
far away as Africa.

India said it would consider es-
tablishing a warning system, and
Australia and Japan said they
would help build it. One Austra-
lian official said it would take at
least a year to set one up.

Also, Thailand’s Meteorologi-
cal Department said the country
lacked an international warning
system and proper coordination
to get messages of impending di-
sasters sent across the country.

“If we had the international
warning system, we could give
real-time warning to people,”
said Seismological Bureau offi-
cial Sumalee Prachuab.

Governments around the re-
gion insisted they did not know
the true nature of the threat be-
cause there was no international
system in place to track tidal
waves in the Indian Ocean —
where they are rare — and they
cannot afford to buy sophisticat-
ed equipment to build one.

And what warnings there were
came too little, too late.

“No one ever told us that these
things can be predicted and we
can be told about them,” said
Sumana Gamage, a shopowner in
Colombo, Sri Lanka. “Next time, I
hope our government can do
this.”

Big death tolls caused
by lack of tidal gauges

DENVER — The catastrophic
death toll in Asia caused by a
massive tsunami might have
been reduced had India and Sri
Lanka been part of an interna-
tional warning system designed

o warn coastal communities
about potentially deadly waves,
scientists say.

The warning system is de-
signed to alert nations that po-
tentially destructive waves may
hit their coastlines within three
to 14 hours. Scientists said seis-
mic networks recorded Sun-
day’s massive earthquake, but
without wave sensors in the re-
gion, there was no way to deter-
mine the direction a tsunami
would travel.

A single wave station south of
the earthquake’s epicenter regis-
tered tsunami activity less than
2 feet high heading south to-
ward Australia, researchers
said.

The northern tip of the earth-
quake fault is located near the
‘Andaman Islands, and tsunamis
appear to have rushed eastward
toward the Thai resort of
Phuket on Sunday morning
when the community was just
stirring.

“They had no tidal gauges and
they had no warning,” said

mation Center in Golden, Colo-
rado, which monitors seismic ac-
tivity worldwide. “There are no
buoys in the Indian Ocean and
that’s where this tsunami oc-
curred.”

Researchers say the earth-
quake broke on a fault line deep
off the Sumatra coast, running
north and south for about 600
miles or as far north as the Anda-
man and Nicobar islands be-
tween India and Mynamar.

Indonesian officials said they
had no way to know that the earth-
quake had caused the earth-
quake-driven waves, or tsunamis,
or how dangerous they might
have been.

“Unfortunately, we have no
equipment here that can warn
about tsunamis,” said Budi
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Michael Casey of The Associated
Press contributed to this report.

“The instruments are
very expensive and we don’t have
money to buy them.”

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Europe tallies dead from Asia quake

LONDON — A British man in
Sri Lanka recalled clinging to a
floating refrigerator as massive
tidal waves threatened to drag
him and his son out to sea.

A day after a 9.0-magnitude un-
dersea quake sent gigantic waves
crashing into some of the region’s
most popular beaches, hundreds
of Europeans remained stranded
in Asia as their governments
scrambled Monday to tally their
dead and missing and to make ar-
rangements to ferry the tourists
out.

Tour operators throughout Eu-
rope on Monday canceled trips to
Asian holiday destinations devas-
tated by massive tidal waves fol-
lowing a huge earthquake in the
Indian Ocean.

Many European governments
advised their citizens against trav-
eling to the Maldives, an archipel-
ago popular with tourists, as well
as tsunami-struck parts of Sri
Lanka, Thailand, Indonesia and
India.

Thousands of Europeans had
been vacationing in sunny South-
east Asia for the Christmas holi-
days and governments reported
at least two dozens Europeans
dead among the thousands killed
across six Asian nations.

Duncan Ridgeley, from Hert-
fordshire, north of London, re-
counted the horror Monday. “I
managed to get a hold of my son’s
hand and reach safety,” Ridgeley
said in a telephone interview with
British Broadcasting Corp. radio.
“There are about 30 of us Europe-
ans stuck here with water all
around us, with crocodlles and
the like surrounding us.’

“We can’t get out,” he said. “No
one knows we're here.”

Britain’s Foreign Office con-
firmed 11 deaths. Earlier Mon-
day, Foreign Secretary Jack
Straw warned the country to
brace for more deaths.

“We have had a number of
deaths of British nationals report-
ed to our embassies and high com-
missions but they have not yet
been confirmed. The numbers
will be higher,” Straw told BBC.
Sixty-nine others were hospital-
ized, the Foreign Office said.

Metropolitan Police staff in north London provide a call service for British people worried about relatives or
friends who may have been caught up in the earthquake which has shaken southeast Asia.

At least 11 Italians were killed,
the Italian Foreign Ministry said
Monday, nine at the Thai resort is-
lands of Phuket and Phi Phi, and
two in Sri Lanka. Many more Ital-
jans were missing and dozens
were being treated in hospitals.

Norway's Foreign Ministry
said family and friends reported
10 Norwegians dead — eight in
Thailand and two in Sri Lanka. It
was unable to immediately inde-
pendently confirm the deaths.

Nine Swedes were reported
killed and three Danes vacation-
ing on the Thai island of Phuket, a
popular holiday destination, were
killed, the Foreign Ministry said
in Copenhagen.

In Helsinki, Finland, the For-
eign Ministry reported that a
Finn was Killed in Sri Lanka.

Atleast two Swedes were killed
in Thailand, Kaarlo Laakso, a
Swedish Embassy official in
Bangkok, told state-run broadcast-
er SVT, and the Danish Foreign
Ministry said three Danes were
killed in Phuket.

Immigrants in U.S. await word from Asia

DETROIT — Anu Gopalakrish-

“I don’t know if
those families are still alive.”

Immigrants from across south-
ern Asia were preparing dona-
tions for friends, family and
strangers hit by the tragedy.

In California, where roughly
half the Indonesians in the United
States live, about 150 people gath-
ered at an Indonesian language
Catholic mass late Sunday at St.
Stephen’s Church in Monterey
Park.

“Any natural disaster is beyond
our control and all we can do is
pray for comfort for the people,”
the Rev. Yosef Dowa said through
a translator.

No warning:
A first-hand
account of

the tsunami

WELIGAMA, Sri Lanka — Di-
saster struck with no warning out
of a faultlessly clear blue sky.

1 was taking my morning swim
around the island that my brother
Geoffrey, a businessman, had
bought on a whim a decade ago
and turned into a tropical paradise
200 yards from one of the world’s
most beautiful beaches.

1 heard my brother shouting at
me, “Come back! Come back!
There’s something strange hap-
pening with the sea” He was
swimming behind me, but closer
to the shore.

There was barely a ripple. My
brother’s house rests on a rock 60
feet above the level of the sea.

Then I noticed that the water
around me was rising, climbing up
the rock walls of the island with as-
tonishing speed. The vast circle of
golden sand around Weligama
Bay was disappearing rapidly, and
the water had reached the level of
the coastal road, fringed with
palm trees.

As T swam to shore, my mind
was momentarily befuddled by
two conflicting impressions — the
idyllic blue sky and the rapidly ris-
ing waters.

In less than a minute, the water
level had risen at least 15 feet, but
the sea remained calm, with bare-
ly a wave in sight.

‘Within minutes, the beach and
the area behind it had become an
inland sea that rushed over the
road and poured into the flimsy
houses on the other side. The
speed with which it all happened
seemed like a scene from the
Bible, a natural phenomenon un-
like anything I had experienced.

I grabbed a wooden catamaran
that the local people used as a fish-
ing boat. My brother jumped on
the boat next to me. We bobbed up
and down on the catamaran as the
water rushed past us into the vil-
lage beyond the road.

After a few minutes I felt it was
safe to swim to the shore. What I
did not realize was that the flood-
waters would recede as quickly
and dramatically as they had
risen.

All of a sudden, I found myself
being swept out to sea with star-
tling speed.For the first time, I felt
afraid.

I swam in the direction of a
loose catamaran, grabbed the hull
and pulled myself to safety. My
weight must have slowed the boat
down, and soon I was stranded on
the sand. As the water rushed out
of the bay, I scrambled onto the
main road.

Screams were coming from the
houses beyond the road, many of
which were still half full of water
that had trapped the inhabitants in-
side. Villagers were walking,
stunned, along the road, unable to
comprehend what had taken

place.
The holiday that we planned
and dreamed about for many
months is in ruins. But we feel for-
tunate — fortunate to be alive.

State war goals, don’t ‘tinker at the margins’

largely unnoticed report drafted

by an important and mostly invisi-

ble Pentagon advisory group con-

tained surprisingly strong and
probably unintended criticism of the Bush
administration’s approach to the global war
on terrorism.

The report by the Pentagon’s Defense Sci-
ence Board, a panel of outside technical and
defense experts, was titled “Strategic Com-
‘munication.” In plain English, it means wag-
ing and winning the war of ideas between
the United States and Islamic extremism.

The blunt conclusion of the report, which
was released in September, was that “U.S.
strategic communication must be trans-
formed” because it “is in c . In plainer
English, the United States is simply not com-
municating its message at home or abroad
in the war on terrorism and is losing this con-
test of ideas.

The DSB also challenged key administra-
tion foreign-policy assertions. Americans
have been told repeatedly by the Bush ad-
ministration that terrorists are out to kill us
because they hate America and its democra-
cy. But the report observed that “Muslims
do not ‘hate our freedom’; they hate our poli-
cies” and, in particular, “what they see as
one-sided support” in favor of Israel and
against the Palestinians. ...

Driving its point home, the DSB report
made clear that the United States “is en-
gaged in a generational and global struggle
about ideas, not a war between the West and
Islam” and that the fight is “more than a war
against the tactic of terrorism.”

Therefore, DSB Chairman William
Schneider Jr. advised, “To win [this] global

battle of ideas, a global strategy for commu-
nicating those ideas is essential” — a re-
quirement that senior government officials
clearly understand.

So why are we losing this battle? The an-
swer rests in three profound weaknesses
that afflict American government:

M a failure to understand reality as it is,
not as we might like it to be (this flaw was
central to the Sept. 11 commission’s critical
finding that “group think” produced intelli-
gence misjudgments over Irag’s possession
of weapons of mass destruction);

W the difficulty in holding officials ac-
countable for policy choices that go wrong
(no one was fired or reprimanded for the in-
telligence or strategic communication fail-
ures, or for the handling of postwar recon-
struction of Iraq); and

W the dysfunctional nature of the U.S. gov-
ernment’s national security organization
that often prevents rational decision-making
and certainly confuses it.

The DSB made seven recommendations:

MIssue a presidential directive to
strengthen the nation’s capacity for conduct-
ing strategic communication;

M Establish a strategic communication
structure within the National Security Coun-
cil headed by a deputy national security ad-
viser supported by an independent, nonparti-
san “think tank-like” organization, the Cen-
ter for Strategic Communication.

M The remaining five recommendations
specified changes within the State and De-
fense departments regarding public diplo-
macy and planning for

tion, including tripling personnel for such
communication in the Pentagon.

In many ways, the report paralleled the
work of the Sept. 11 commission, whose rec-
ommendations were just enacted into law.

The fact is, the oes not have
a comprehensive plan for dealing with these
challenges.

The government and the public need a bet-
ter understanding of the dangers that con-

front the nation. This is the best reason for
enhancing strategic communication.

Then, elected leaders must have the cour-
age not just to tinker but to reform the over-
all national security structure, including
within the executive branch and Congress.
Otherwise, as long as we focus only on parts
and not the heart of the issues that test us,
we will never be successful in making the na-
tion safer and more secure, and we will
never reduce to a manageable level the cur-
rent ional nature of government.

When blind hate drives reactions, humanity is lost

‘ ‘ oh Rahh! Kill them all and
let (helr god sort them out.”
is one of many dis-
lurbmg comments (in this
case from someone who identifies himself as
aMarine named Clay) that have appeared in
an online petition that eventually will be
sent to Congress in support of the Marine in-
volved in last month’s shooting of a wounded
insurgent in a mosque in Fallujah, Iraq.
Many who signed this petition (more than
340,000) are, I'm sure, reasonable people
concerned about a military man in a tough
situation. But sadly, there are also those —
like the author of the sentiments above —
who believe that the deviousness of our ene-
‘mies would justify us in abandoning our val-
ues and principles on the battlefield. ...
Clay’s comment, and others like it,
prompted me to recall the advice I once
heard from a battalion under

where you will have to live with what you
have done — to accomplish your mission, to
stay alive, to keep your buddy alive.

“When you assault across a kill zone, you
do so violently; if you hesitate, you die. How-
ever, later, during the search — different
story. If an enemy soldier is wounded, you
can't kill him. If the tactical situation does
not permit you to evacuate him, do what you
can to relieve his suffering, and continue the
mission.

“Your enemy is a combatant, a human
being. He is not a ‘gook’ or a ‘slope.” If you de-
‘humanize your enemy, you will dehumanize
yourself, and you will do things that you will
regret. And you won’t go home with honor.
We made a mistake today. That's why we
train. Learn from this. Questions?”

Silence. Gribshaw looked the platoon
over, nodded and walked away, in a mood I
couldn’t quite figure out. His command ser-

geant major later told me that Gribshaw
acted this way when something bothered
him and he wished, just for a moment, that
he hadn’t given up smoking Lucky Strikes.

Every soldier, at some point, hears similar
advice. Sometimes it comes from someone
like Jim Gribshaw, who faced an enemy that
— not unlike the insurgents in Iraq — intimi-
dated civilians, booby-trapped corpses and
engaged in other practices that were beyond
internationally recognized rules of war.

Abu Ghraib aside, U.S. soldiers in Iraq
have consistently demonstrated that they
fight with honor and with due restraint. As a
nation we can accept nothing less, because
an army in the field derives its moral authori-
ty as much from the values and principles of
the nation that sent it to fight as it does from
the conduct of each soldier.

Shortly after the attacks of Sept. 11, 2001,
we channeled a righteous rage into a firm re-

solve to take the fight to our enemies. Regret-
tably, rage and resolve now appear to be
turning, ever so surely, to blind hate. ... This
transformation deepens and widens With the
death of every U.S. servicemember in battle
— or in a mess tent in Mosul. .

Twrite as someone who lost an Army com-
rade on Pan Am Flight 103 in 1988 and a
nephew and a cousin in the World Trade
Center on Sept. 11. That does nothing to
alter my belief that should we abandon our
values and allow ourselves to be overcome
by hatred because of our revulsion against
those who kill children, or office workers, or
a woman working to alleviate suffering,
such as Margaret Hassan, we risk losing our
humanity and undermine the moral authori-
ty of our troops overseas. And we risk losing
this war. Don’t take my word on this — ask
Jim Gribshaw.

KIEV, Ukraine — Opposition leader Vik-
tor'Y his

decisive triumph in Ukraine’s protracted
presidential context Monday, thanking
protesters who spent weeks camped out
in the capital’s frigid streets for securing
his electoral victory and the nation’s free-
dom.

Three exit polls gave Yushchenko a 15
to 20 percentage point lead over Prime
Minister Viktor Yanukovych.

But the official vote count gave Yush-
chenko a narrower lead: With ballots from
98.49 percent of precincts counted by 1
p.m., Yushchenko was leading with 52.29
percent compared to Yanukovych’s 43.92
percent.

“Now, today, the Ukrainian people have
won. I congratulate you,” the West-
ern-leaning Yushchenko told a jubilant
crowd in Kiev’s Independence Square,
the center of massive protests following
the Nov. 21 runoff that was annulled after
allegations of fraud.

“We have been independent for 14
years but we were not free,” he said.
“Now we can say this is a thing of the past.
Now we are facing an independent and
free Ukraine.”

Mixed results in Jordan terror trial

KABUL, Afghanistan — Af-
ghan President Hamid Karzai
held his first Cabinet meeting
on Monday, urging his ministers
to avoid political intrigue and
work together for the future of
this war-battered country.

Karzai swore in the new Cabi-
net last week, brushing aside
several warlords in favor of pro-
fessionals with university de-

es.

He left Yunus Qanooni, his

prime opponent in October elec-
tions, out of the government, say-
ing he did so in order to allow
Qanooni to start an opposition
party.
The president said he would
support the creation of an oppo-
sition, saying it was in the inter-
est of Afghanistan’s fledgling de-
mocracy. But on Monday, he
made clear that no member of
his government should wade
into political waters.

“I hope all of our ministers in
the Cabinet, if they have any
link with political parties, they
should resign from those par-
ties,” Karzai said ahead of the
meeting at the presidential pal-
ace. “If they do, then the people
of Afghanistan will trust our
Cabinet and be confident that it
will work for them.” Karzai’s
new justice minister, Sarwar
Danish, left his political party
on Monday ahead of the Cabinet
session.

Karzai also stressed transpar-
ency and accountability, saying
all Cabinet ministers must make

public their personal holdings in
order to guard against corrup-
tion.

The president stressed im-
provements to the economy, edu-
cation and security as goals of
his government, and said he
would dispatch ministers to
every province in the far-flung
country so that the people got to
know them.

“Iwant a Cabinet that is at the
service of the people, and which
participates in the reconstruc-
tion of the country,” said Karzai,
who was sworn in earlier this
month as Afghanistan’s first
democratically-elected  presi-
dent.

Afghanistan is still recovering
from more than a quarter-centu-
ry of warfare. Most of its infra-
structure is in tatters and its
army is struggling to cope with
a stubborn Taliban insurgency.
Its economy, which is largely re-
liant on foreign aid, risks being
swamped by a booming drug
trade that has flooded the world
with cheap heroin.

Karzai, who recently declared

a “holy war” against drug traf-
ficking, said fighting the trade
would be a hallmark of his ad-
ministration.

“We don’t want to be known
in the world as drug traffick-
ers,” Karzai said.

Karzai gave the ministers a
week to report back to him on
thelr long and short term plans

AMMAN, Jordan — Jordan’s
military court on Monday acquit-
ted 13 Muslim militants — includ-
ing three Saudi fugitives — of con-
spiring to commit terror attacks
against U.S. targets in Jordan, but
sentenced 11 of them to prison
terms ranging from six to 15
years for possessing explosives.

Two defendants — Jordanian
Saud al-Khalayleh and Isam
al-Barqawi — were acquitted for
lack of evidence in charges that
they possessed explosives and
plotted attacks.

The prosecution charged the
13-member cell — including

three Saudi fugitives and 10 Jorda-
nians in police custody — of pos-
sessing and intending to use explo-
sives and conspiring to carry out
terror attacks. The prosecution
charged the 13 men with target-
ing the U.S. Embassy in Amman
and Jordanian military bases near
the Iraqi border where the mili-
tants believed American troops
were stationed.

The verdicts can be appealed.

No attacks had been carried out
when police uncovered the plot in
December 2002.

Only one of the defendan!s Zu-
hair Shdeifat, has

said they were coerced into sign-
ing guilty confessions.

None of the accused are suspect-
ed of belonging to al-Qaida, Jorda-
nian security officials said, speak-
ing on condition of anonymity.

The
medical examiner ruled the death
a homicide caused by dehydration
from  extensive  third-degree
burns.

Traffic deaths analysis

HILO — Big Island motor-

ists died in traffic crashes at
more than three times the rate of
Oahu drivers from 2000 to 2003,
while the county’s frequency of ve-
hicle fatalities, when adjusted for
population, was nearly twice that
of Maui and Kauai counties during
that time, a state analysis found.

The statistics were contained in
a study recently released by the
state Department of Health.

The per-capita fatality rate for
vehicle occupants was similar
when figures were adjusted to ac-
count for the counties’ different
sizes. Deaths from motorcycle, bi-
cycle and pedestrian accidents
were excluded from the study.

State loses residents

BOSTON — Massachu-

setts was the only state in
the nation to lose residents in 2004,
U.S. Census data shows.

The state lost an estimated 3,852
people, or about 1.1 percent, in the
last year, despite continuing
growth in immigration to the Bay
State, the Boston Sunday Globe re-
ported.

Paul E. Harrington, an econo-
mist at Northeastern University’s
Center for Labor Market Studies,
attributed the fall to a stagnant job
market. He said the decline could
be an ominous sign for the state.

“Population loss is a pretty fun-
damental number,” he said.

Offsetting the trend is a boost in
foreign immigrants, Harrington
said, who are counted by the Cen-
sus but often don’t show up in job
or unemployment data. That sug-
gests that these workers are being
paid under the table, which could
create a “long-term economic
growth problem,” he said.

Line drawn at $104M

MIAMI — A Florida ap-

peals court threw out as
“shockingly excessive” a jury’s
$104 million verdict over a teenag-
er who was left severely
brain-damaged after becoming
trapped underwater by the suction
of a pool drain.

The 3rd District Court of Appeal
on Wednesday ordered a new trial
in the lawsuit brought by the fami-
ly of Lorenzo Peterson against

pump maker Sta-Rite Industries.

Peterson died earlier this year,
after the trial.

He nearly drowned while swim-
ming with friends at age 15 when a
Sta-Rite pump sucked his arm into
an uncovered drain at an apart-
ment complex in North Miami in
2000.

Six adults were unable to free
the teen. He was eventually re-
leased when a police officer ar-
rived and shut off the power.

West Nile virus down

NY ROCHESTER — Cases of

West Nile virus plummeted
in New York state in 2004, health
officials said.

The mosquito-borne illness
prompted some panic when it first
hit America in 1999, but drew little
attention this year in New York.

In all, 10 people tested positive
statewide for the virus in 2004,
compared with 71 last year.
Around 200 birds had confirmed
West Nile this year, down from
1,367 in 2003.

Experts aren’t sure yet if cases
will remain scarce or whether the
drop is simply part of a down cycle
in the virus’ lifespan.

Land preservation

CHARLOTTESVILLE — A

preservation  agreement
will keep about 1,060 acres sur-
rounding Monticello — land that
was once part of Thomas Jeffer-
son’s plantation — much as it was
in his day.

The nonprofit Thomas Jefferson
Foundation announced a plan to
place the land surrounding the his-
toric house in permanent conserva-
tion easement, which cedes all de-
velopment and division rights to
the Virginia Outdoors Foundation,
a state agency committed to pre-
serving areas of scenic and histori-
cal value.

“The mission of the Thomas Jef-
ferson Foundation is preservation
and education,” said its president,
Dan Jordan.

The areas placed under ease-
ment include three separate tracts:
a 418-acre parcel known as the
Home Farm, the 560-acre Tufton
property and 80 acres bordering
the Rivanna River. All the land
was once part of the original Monti-
cello plantation site.

“All the athletes on our team
have different reasons for doing
it, and Chris and Joe are old
enough and mature enough and
been involved in the sport long
enough that they really enjoy that
side of it. The fact that they have
been through what they’ve been
through and have such a posmve
attitude about it is really key.”

And they have been through a
lot.

A surfer growing up in Santa
Cruz, Calif, Devlin-Young was
pamally paralyzed below the
waist in 1982 when, while on a res-
cue mission with the Coast
Guard, his plane crashed into a
mount in the Aleutian Islands.
For two years, he grappled with
feelings that he was half a man,
raging and drinking to the point
that he wondered if he'd see his
next birthday.

“[ got seven speeding tickets in
one month and talked my way out
of two others when I was drunk,”
said Devlin-Young, who now lives
in Campton, N.H. “I'm luckier to
be alive from the two years after
the disability than I am after the
plane crash.”

Convinced by a friend to check
out a weeklong disabled veterans

ski clinic, Devlin-Young figured
he had nothing to lose. Now he’s
coming off the best of his 11 sea-
sons and ready to make a run for
a medal in the 2006 Paralympics
at Turin, Italy.

“Right away, I got hooked to ski-
ing, got hooked to racing and un-
hooked to being angry,” Dev-
lin-Young, who turns 43 on Sun-
day, said. “Skiing really changed
my life. It gave me back adrena-
line, it gave me back control of
my life, over my parts that Il
never being able to control ever

Tompkins knows all about los-
ing control.

He was injured in 1988 when,
as a 19-year-old, he hopped into
the front seat of a car being driv-
en by a drunken friend. The driv-
er crashed into a tree, killing one
of the passengers and leaving
‘Tompkins with a broken back and
paralysis from the waist down.

Like Devlin-Young, he fell into
depression, recklessly using
drugs and alcohol to fight his
inner demons. Skiing later be-
came a way to break free of his
wheelchair, but it was a pair of
beaming eyes — those of his son,
Donald, born a month before the
accident — that made him realize
life wasn’t over.

“At 21, I took a look at my son
and said, ‘That boy is never going
to call anybody dad, besides
me,” ” Tompkins said. “And from
then on I quit drinking and doing
drugs and started to live my life
again.”

Tompkins, 36, got into skiing
after a friend at a wheelchair bas-
ketball game asked if he had tried
it. Though he was tentative for a
few years after watching a
friend’s fatal crash into a tree,
Tompkins won a World Cup race
last year and was bumped up to
the “A” team this season.

“If you've seen a bald eagle up
there soaring around, just letting
it go, that's exactly how I felt,”
Tompkins said of his first time
out. “I felt like I was untouchable,
1 was just going to glide around
that snow.”

Young’s playmaking crucial to Texas’ Rose hopes

LOS ANGELES — With Texas
trailing late against Kansas and
needing 18 yards on fourth down
to keep a rally alive, quarterback
Vince Young made something
happen.

Instead of hanging in the pock-
et to make the big throw, Young
took off running. Twenty-two
yards later, he had a first down, a
key play in a comeback that
ended with his touchdown pass to
Tony Jeffery with 11 seconds left
in a 27-23 victor

Without Young’s ability to im-
provise and stay calm under pres-
sure, No. 6 Texas (10-1) wouldn’t
be playing No. 13 Michigan (9-2)
in the Rose Bowl on Jan. 1.

“One of the great things about
Vince Young is that he can beat
you both ways,” Texas coach
Mack Brown said.

That’s also why he’s such a
nightmare for a Michigan de-
fense that has been exposed this
season as weak against mobile
quarterbacks.

“What I try to do is keep them
(defenses) on edge knowing I'm
going to run or pass,” Young said.
“I'm going to always go out there
trying to be a defense’s worst
nightmare.”

All of which leads to some fret-
ful nights for Michigan coaches
and players trying to figure how
to stop him. Defensive pressure
up front sometimes isn’t enough.

“He’s made a lot of big plays
when things go wrong in the pock-
et,” Michigan coach Lloyd Carr
said.

The Wolverines looked flat-foot-
ed in their last outing, a 37-21 loss
to Ohio State when Buckeyes
quarterback Troy Smith ran and
passed at will against a defense

that boasts two All-Americans in
defensive backs Marlin Jackson
and Ernest Shazor. Smith ran for
145 yards and passed for 241
yards and two TDs.

Now comes Young, who at
6-foot-5, 220 pounds is a strong
but fluid runner who is fast
enough to outrun defenders and
big enough to break tackles.

“He makes plays,” Michigan
linebacker Roy Manning said.
“He has a great arm and can
throw it over your head, throw it
down the field while he’s running.
He’s just an exceptional athlete.”

Young has run for 10 touch-
downs while passing for 11. Long-
horns tackle Justin Blalock said
Young’s big-play ability more
than once left his teammates
laughing at defenders he left flail-
ing hopelessly behind.

“There’s been a couple of times
guys have looked just silly,” Bla-

lock said. “That’s bound lo hap-
pen just about every game.”

It wasn’t all good all season.
Young played his two worst
games in consecutive weeks
against Oklahoma and Missouri.

In a 12-0 loss to the Sooners, he
committed a key fumble deep in
Oklahoma territory in the first
half. The next week, he was
benched in the second half after
throwing two early interceptions
in a 28-20 victory over Missouri.

Young shook off those two
games and came back with one of
his best, running for four touch-
downs and passing for one in a
51-21 victory at Texas Tech.

Despite the shaky games,
Texas deliberately put the ball in
Young’s hands, calling plays de-
signed for him to run from under
center and out of the shotgun.

“He’s one of the coolest dudes
I've ever known,” linebacker
Aaron Harris said.

If Young has a weakness, it’s as
a passer, although he would dis-
pute that. With an awkward
throwing motion, Young tends to
sidearm some of his passes,
which can affect his accuracy.

Although Young has never wa-
vered in his confidence throwing
the ball, he struggled early to con-
nect with a young group of receiv-
ers. The Longhorns rank just
105th nationally in passing at 164
yards per game, although Texas
hasn’t had to throw much consid-
ering it grinds out an average of
302 yards on the ground.

But there’s little doubt Young is
getting more comfortable in the
pocket. In a 56-35 victory over
Oklahoma State, he was 18-for-21
for 278 yards, passed for a TD
and ran 42 yards for a score as
Texas rallied from a 35-7 deficit.

Against Kansas, he passed for a
career-high 289 yards and ran for

EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J. —
The New York Jets just don’t mea-
sure up. Of course, not many
teams do when they try using the
New England Patriots as their
proving ground.

With the Jets seeking a victory
that would certify them as a
Super Bowl contender and, not co-
incidentally, clinch a wild-card
playoff berth, it was the Patriots
who showed their championship
qualities. New England dominat-
ed New York 23-7 Sunday, secur-
ing a first-round bye and showing
the Jets (10-5) how far they are
from the elite level of the NFL.

That’s a level the Patriots (13-2)
have been on for most of the last
four seasons. They simply know
how to win the biggest games.

“We were coming off a tough
loss,” Tom Brady said of a
last-minute upset defeat at Miami
in which he threw four intercep-
tions. “It was a short week and
the team was really intent on
going out and playing our best.

“This is a team with a lot of
‘mental toughness that battles and
has a lot of strong character, and
when you have that, you can feel
proud at the end of the day.”

They also can feel relieved, be-
cause the Patriots are settled in
as the No. 2 seed in the AFC be-
hind Pittsburgh. Not only is next
week’s game against San Fran-
cisco meaningless, but there will
be a week off after that. New En-
gland has a banged-up secondary
and star defensive end Richard
Seymour injured his foot Sunday.

“A point of emphasis this week
was getting a win and getting a
bye,” said safety Eugene Wilson,
who had an interception.

The Jets wish they had such a
luxury. After the Patriots befud-
dled Chad Pennington into yet an-
other mediocre effort in a critical
game, New York must win at St.
Louis in the season-ender to en-
sure it will be in the playoffs.

Since starting 5-0, the Jets are
S5-5. All five of the Jets’ defeats this
year have been against teams with
winning records: two to the Patri-
ots and one each against Pitts-
burgh, Baltimore and Buffalo.

That’s why the Jets accentuat-
ed the significance of a victory
over the division-rival Pats — a
win they never came close to get-

ting.
“Its shocking because you
have the feeling you're going to
do a lot more,” said wide receiver
Santana Moss, who scored New
York’s touchdown on a 15-yard
pass with 9:32 remaining. “You
know what you can do and you go
in confident. That’s the disap-
pointment that you have as a play-
er when you know what you could
have done, but you didn’t do it.”
There were many reasons the
Jets couldn’t do it, especially line-
backers Tedy Bruschi (eight tack-
les, one interception) and Ted
Johnson and strong safety Rod-
ney Harrison, who held the
league’s leading rusher, Curtis
Martin, to a season-low 33 yards.

apart last Monday night at Miami
in a 29-28 defeat.

“Maybe it was a good thing it
was a Monday night game, be-
cause it left us less time to think
about it,” Bruschi said. “We had
to move right on and we had to
focus the right way and I think we
did.

“I think we’ve been playing Pa-
triots football, it’s just the other
guys have been making plays.

GREEN BAY, Wis.
here is no higher honor in professional football
than induction into the Pro Football Hall of Fame.
But there has been a small pantheon of players in
the 85-year history of the NFL that has transcend-

ed even that special company.

Reggie White was among them. He was one of the great-
est of the great.

‘White, who died Sunday at age 43, played 15 years in the
NFL, mcludmg six with the Green Bay Packers, and fin-
ished his career with 198 sacks, now second on the career
list. He was elected to a record 13 straight Pro Bowls. He
‘was twice the NFL'’s defensive player of the year.

He was selected to the NFL'’s all-decade teams for the
1980s and 1990s. And he was one of three defensive ends
named to the league’s 75th anniversary team in 1994, six
years before he retired.

White is all but a cinch to be inducted into the Hall of
Fame when he becomes eligible a year from now, if not be-
fore if the selection committee decides to waive its
five-year waiting period.

The other defensive ends honored with White on the
75th anniversary team were David “Deacon” Jones
and Gino Marchetti.

Willie Davis, one of 12 defensive ends in the Hall of
Fame, played during the same period as Jones and
Marchetti. As one of the great Packers of the Vince ‘
Lombardi era and a current member of the fran-
chise’s board of directors, Davis also closely fol-
lowed White’s career.

Davis categorized Jones and Marchetti as great
pass rushers. To this day, Davis said Marchetti
was the best he had ever seen at that aspect of
the game. But Davis said he probably would
rank White as the most complete defensive
end of them all.

“Reggie could very well have been that
one player,” said Davis.

“His ability to play end with almost tack-
le skills and, ultimately getting outside and
playing as a typical defensive end would
play it today; when you take those two
things and hook them together, Reggie
could very well be the guy.”

Jones and Marchetti played before sacks
were kept as an unofficial statistic. When
White retired following the 2000 season, he
held the record. Bruce Smith broke it last
year, finishing his career with 200.

Smith played four more years than White.

Jones, who played 14 seasons mostly with
the Los Angeles Rams, said he’d rank himself
No. 1, but that White might be next on his list.

“There are two ends on every team,” said
Jones. “We were the No. 1 and No. 2 choices
on the all-time team. But I would never say
anybody who ever played the position was
better than me. You could hold me to a fire
and I'd never say that.”

After two seasons with the Memphis
Showboats of the United State Football
League, White signed with the Philadel-
phia Eagles on Sept. 20, 1985. He played
in only 13 games that season but had an
instant impact. He registered 13 sacks
and was named the NFC'’s defensive

76Y2 sacks to his total and was the cornerstone of a defense
that ranked No. 1 in the league when the Packers won
Super Bowl XXXI.

‘White finished his career with the Carolina Panthers in
2000.

Jim Hanifan, offensive line coach of the St. Louis Rams,
is in his 31st season in the NFL. Included was a stint as
line coach of the Washington Redskins’ famed “Hogs,”
when White was playing for division rival Philadelphia.

No defensive end ever caused him more fits than White,
Hanifan said.

“He was absolutely awesome,” he said, “not only when
he played defensive end, but when he was with Buddy
[Ryan] and the Eagles, they'd line up with him over cen-
ter. My gosh! We did everything we could think of to mini-
mize the havoc he would cause. But he created that any-
‘way. He could not only come off the edge with speed. But,
oh my goodness, he came off with power.”

In comparing White to other defensive ends over the
past three decades, Hanifan made the same distinction as
Davis when he compared White to the players of yester-

Reggie White, who died Sunday at

year. What separated White from the others was his abili-
ty to play the run and the pass.

“He was a very similar threat as Lawrence Taylor was
at linebacker,” Hanifan said. “The other guy I would put
up in that top three would be Bruce Smith. But Bruce was
going to go after that quarterback and you could run the
ball there, at times. Reggie was solid, ali the way around.”

A case could even be made that White was more than
just a great defensive end. Along with Taylor, he might
‘also be on a short list of the greatest defensive players of
the modern era.

“I'm going to use that Bum Phillips’ line: I don’t know if
he’s the best, but it wouldn’t take time to call the roll,” said
Ron Wolf, who as general manager of the Packers brought
White to Green Bay. “You're talking about defensive
greats who ever played the game. He’s right up there.

“Deion Sanders revolutionized the game. Ted Hen-
dricks. They were great players. But [White] would be in
that group.”

His signature as a pass rusher was a combination of

what they call in the business club, rip

or hump moves.

Clemente to the Baseball Hall
of Fame shortly after his
death.

Preliminary report says White died
from lung ailment, other problems

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — NFL
great Reggie White may have
died because of a respiratory dis-
ease combined with other health
problems, a preliminary autopsy
report said Monday.

‘White most likely had a condi-
tion that affected the amount of
air his lungs could hold, resulting
in “fatal cardiac arrhythmia,”
said Dr. Mike Sullivan, the medi-
cal examiner for Mecklenburg
County and a forensic patholo-
gist.

The report issued by Sullivan’s

office also said sleep apnea may
have been a factor.

The report is a preliminary
one; determining a final cause of
death could take up to three
months, Sullivan’s office said.

White died Sunday at Presbyte-
rian Hospital in Huntersville
after being taken there from his
home in nearby Cornelius. His
wife, Sara, called 911.

White had the disease, known
as sarcoidosis, for several years,
family spokesman Keith Johnson
said Sunday. He described it as a
respiratory ailment that affected
his sleep.

On its Web site, the American
Lung Association describes sar-
coidosis as a disease character-
ized by the presence of small
areas of inflamed cells that can at-
tack any organ of the body but is
most frequently found in the
lungs.

The cause of the disease, which
is most common among blacks
and white northern Europeans, is
not known.

Sleep apnea causes people to
stop breathing repeatedly — in
some cases, hundreds of times —
during their sleep.

Manning eclipses Marino

Colts QB’s 49th TD pass of season
breaks record that stood since ‘84

INDIANAPOLIS — Peyton
Manning was too busy trying to
beat the San Diego Chargers to
celebrate his record-breaking
touchdown pass.

The Indianapolis star broke
Dan Marino’s season record with
56 seconds left in regulation, hit-
ting Brandon Stokley on a
21-yard post pattern, but still had
a lot of work to do in the Colts’
34-31 overtime victory Sunday.

Edgerrin James ran for the
tying 2-point conversion on a play
Manning called at the line, and
the Colts won on Mike Vander-
jagt's 30-yard field goal on the
first possession of overtime.

It was only then that Manning,
finally, let go by pumping his fist
in the air, giving high-fives to
teammates and hugging six-time
Pro Bowl receiver Marvin Harri-
st

on.

“At the time I threw it, there
wasn’t a lot of emotion for me, be-
cause if we don’t get the 2-point
conversion, this i isa down locker
room right now,” Manning said.
“The fact that it happened, we
won the game. ... it sure made for
an exciting day.”

For three weeks, Manning
downplayed the significance of
Marino’s record, football’s equiva-
lent of baseball’s home-run mark,
saying all he wanted to do was
win.

In the closing minutes Sunday,
Manning delivered.

Indianapolis (12-3) scored on
its final two possessions to win its
eighth straight and wrap up the
No. 3 seed in the AFC playoffs.

“The way it happened on that
drive, I think Johnny Unitas
would have been proud,” Man-
ning said.

he AFC West champion
Chargers (11-4) tried to prevent
the high-scoring Colts from torch-
ing their poor pass defense. They

blitzed, used extra defensive
backs and changed their looks to
confuse Manning.

It worked effectively for three
quarters.

Manning, who had been sacked
just nine times in the first 14
games, went down four times
against the Chargers. He fumbled
twice, threw an interception and
appeared to be pressing as he
overthrew receivers, mistimed
throws and ran out of trouble.

Then he reverted to his usual
form, finishing 27-for-44 for 383
vards and the TDs. He has 49
touchdown passes this season,
one more than Marino had in
1984, and remained on pace to
shatter Steve Young’s NFL
record for passer rating next
week in Denver. Manning is at
1214, Young finished at 112.8 in
1994.
